1. MFA DIRGEN ZAKI INFORMED CHARGE MARCH 26 THAT PAK 
EMBASSY WASHINGTON HAD RECENTLY RECEIVED LETTER 
ADDRESSED TO AMB SULTAN KHAN, SENT BY QTE NATIONAL 
YOUTH ARMY UNQTE AND MAILED FROM INDIA. LETTER THREATENED 
THAT AMB KHAN WOULD BE KILLED UNLESS HE LEFT US BY 
MARCH 25. IT ALSO THREATENED LIVES OF THE TWO CHILDREN OF 
PRES BHUTTO WHO ARE NOW STUDENTS AT RADCLIFFE/ HARVARD. 

2. ZAKI STATED THAT PAK CHARGE RIZA HAD INFORMED US QTE 
SECURITY AUTHORITIES UNQTE BUT DID NOT KNOW EXACTLY 

TO WHOM INFORMATION HAD BEEN PASSED. THREATENING LETTER 
WAS RECEIVED FOLLOWING AMB KHAN’ S DEPARTURE FROM WASHINGTON 
TO ATTEND PAK CONSORTIUM MEETING LAST WEEK IN PARIS. 

3. EMBASSY WOULD APPRECIATE ANY FURTHER INFO DEPT CAN 
PROVIDE. CHARGE IS SCHEDULED FOR INFORMAL MEETING WITH 
PRES BHUTTO MARCH 28; PRESUME HE WOULD APPRECIATE 
ANYTHING WE CAN TELL HIM. 
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4. FOR NEW DELHI: CAN YOU SHED ANY LIGHT ON QTE NATIONAL 
YOUTH ARMY UNQTE?
